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On Monday 5th April 1993, Worthing Council 
decided not to renew the Public Entertainment 
Licence for Sterns Nightclub. The owner of 
Sterns has instructed his Solicitor to appeal 
against this decision and is prepared to take the 
case as high as needs be. Until such time 
STERNS IS OPEN AS USUAL. 

We have been running a successful business for 
over three years in a time of recession, and at one 
point were asked by Worthing Council if we could 
hold all night parties at Sterns to help cure the 
problem of illegal raves in the area (which we did for 
over a year). Now they want to close us down! 

We need as much support in our fight as possible, 
so we are contacting all our Members past and 
present plus all the DJ's, PA's and Technical 
Services that we have had any business dealings 
with over the last 3 years, not to mention all the 



magazines that cover the dance music scene and 
any other favourable media coverage we can get. 
Any help you can give us would be much 
appreciated, what we need are letters of support, not 
just for the Sterns but for the dance music scene in 
general, as it seems this area of entertainment is 
coming under more and more pressure. What the 
authorities fail to understand is by closing down well 
run legal venues they may just push the scene back 
underground which could result in the increase in 
illegal parties where there is little or no control over 
the safety of those who attend. Surely it must be 
better to have a thousand people in a safe and well 
run establishment!

Hot on the heels of the "Sub-Plates' Vol 1 comes the new state of the art hardcore rave 
sound with the new D'Cruze double header "Bass Go Boom/I Want You Now' out on 
Suburban Base on the 14th June and already creating a buzz on promo. 
This hardcore anthem which has a touch of darkness, features classic vocals from Eek-a- 
Mouse, which bring an incredible joining of sounds to the Suburban Base Label. D'Cruze 
is 20 year old Jason D'Cruze, and MC Tony who have been mates as well as musical 
partners since school days. Signed to Suburban Base Records for nearly a year, they 
first secured a 



release for their 
first tunes 'I 
Believe/What A 
Rush' on the 
Boogie Times Label. After the tracks were well 
received the label put out 'Life' with an 'I Believe' remix which 
topped the Kiss FM dance chart and led to a nationwide PA tour. 
D'Cruze was then signed to the Suburban Base Label and then 
went on to spend 6 consecutive weeks in the national chart in 
November "92 with the rave anthem 'World Within A World'. 
D'Cruze has since been kept busy doing PA's in Germany, 
Holland and America and has been remixing tracks for Sub- 
Love. DOPE and Night Force. 

Later this year, D'Cruze and the other Suburban Base Artists (Q- 
Bass & Run Tings) have been called back to the States to take 
part in the July 4th Celebrations in Dallas. 
Back in the studio D'Cruze is working on his next track, which is 
a joint project with Q-Bass aka Dan Donnelly, which will be 
released in a couple of months.

original MC back then. People were 
saying "You can't talk over that!!" cos the 
music was like 

"beepdiddlewopneeooooww!!!" and all 
that, but I found a way of doing it and we 
just built it up through Trip City. 



On a nice cool evening in June I made my way off to 
Islington to go and see the Rat Pack and hassle them 
for some personal info and just generally wind them 
up and get on their nerves (like you do). O.K. its 9.15 
pm and we should have been there at 9 but these DJs 
are usually late so it's our turn to get our own back 
and be late!!! This does not work ....when I get there I 
am kept waiting for around 2 hours because Mark is 
late. (Lipmaster Mark the DJ)! It turns out that he'd 
forgotten about the interview. Hmmm.... it does 
indeed look like my little Rat Pack cuss has backfired 
on me big style. Everson Allen, the MC (for those of 
you who don't know) is the perfect host. He makes 
sure that we are sorted out and have plenty of 
sounds to listen to including a sneak preview on the 
new material and then Mark arrives. Thank you 
God.. ..After much horseplay, the interview finally gets 
underway 

SO HOW DID YOU TWO MEET THEN? 

LM: Through my cousin really, she met Everson first 
before me, he was DJing at Locomotion a long time ago 
on a Soul and Reggae tip. 

AND WHAT ABOUT THE NAME RAT PACK? 

EA: You wanna explain that, Mark! 
LM: Nah, go on. You do it! (laughs) 
EA: It started off one day when I was reading the 
newspaper and I saw Sean Penn and Madonna, you 
know, the young rich kids and they called them the "Brat 
Pack". So I thought "Yeah, I'm coming from the gutter and 
I ain't got a chance of that, but I'll be the Rat Pack. I'd like 
to be one of the young rich elite." 

LM: And what would you think if you heard of someone 
called the Rat Pack 9 

BADBOYS! 

LM: Exactly! Nuf said... 

EA: And you'd think there was a lot of us too wouldn't 
you? We came up with a name that sounded big from the 
beginning. 

HOW DID YOU COME TO WORK TOGETHER? 

LM: Well, we both played out at a club that we used to 
promote called Trip City in North London (plug, plug) - 
one of the original raves back in 87 and 88 - and one 
night there was a spare set and we both got up and spun 
a few and Ev got on the mic and it was well good... 
EA: Then we started getting response because I was the 



OBVIOUSLY, THERE'S A HUGE 
DIFFERENCE BETWEEN NOW AND 
THEN. HOW DO YOU SEE IT? 

LM: The biggest thing I've noticed is the 
attitude. Back in the early days, they 
couldn't even spell the word attitude! It all 
used to ride from the summer of love and 
it bought a lot of people together, it was 
all about fun... 
EA: Now it's grown so much that people are calling 
it commercial and saying that it's the new age "pop". 
Then they section it off by saying "This is Jungle, this is 
Ragga, this is Breakbeat etc." When all it started from 
was ACID HOUSE. 

HOW DO YOU SEE THE DRUGS HAVE GONE ON THE 
SCENE? 

EA: Too dark, the drugs have gone too dark. There's too 
much Cocaine use, there's too much abuse of the drugs 
and there's too much abuse of people from the dealers 
putting shit about which puts a dampener on the scene. 

AS YOU KNOW, A LOT OF PEOPLE GOING TO 
RAVES ARE UNDER 18, AND A FEW OUT THERE 
ARE COMPETING WITH EACH OTHER TO SEE HOW 
MANY E's' THEY CAN NECK IN A NIGHT. HOW DO 
YOU SEE THAT AND DO YOU WANT TO SAY 
ANYTHING TO THESE PEOPLE? 
EA: The message is plain and simple. Don't do it because 
it doesn't make sense. Not only are they going to kill the 
scene by giving it a bad name, but they're going to wind 
up dead themselves. The music is there to dance to and if 
you feel that you can't dance all night to it, then don't go 
out and do it. 

LM: And if you're in a good place with good music then 
you should be able to buzz off that alone. All those fives 
and sixes will get them nowhere - except death. 
EA: The main thing the kids should remember is that they 
should riot take it as a fashion to see if they can top each 
other, cos in the end they're gonna top themselves. 

THERE ARE REPORTS THAT YOU GOT BOOED OFF 
AT PEACE FEST RECENTLY. HAVE YOU GOT 
ANYTHING THAT YOU'D LIKE TO SAY ABOUT THAT? 

EA: (Quite irritated) Yeah, for those that wanna know the 
truth, what happened was that there were a few raggas in 
the crowd who were shouting "Booyakka" which is a term 
used by the ragg ravers, meanig "wishing well" and 
someone out there who doesn't know the scene took 
"Booyaka" to be a "Boo" and a "Booyakka" is an upper, 
not a downer , for those of you who don't know. 
LM: That's the only word it could have been that sounds 
like "Boo", cos we never got booed. 
EA: And we have never seen even the shiftiest DJs get 
booed, let alone people like ourselves who have earned a 
reputation, and with a good majority of the people who 
like us, and at the end of the day we're out there to 
please the punters, not compete with other DJs to see 
who can play the newest records. 

WHAT'S THE BEST PLACE YOU'VE PLAYED AT? 

BOTH: Trip City, back in 87-88. 
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ANYWHERE MORE RECENT? A LOT OF PEOPLE 
WONT REMEMBER TRIP CITY! 

LM: Bournemouth and Donnington Fantazias last year. 
Also Heaven (Rage) 

ARE THERE ANY PROMOTERS THAT YOU LIKE 
WORKING FOR? 

LM: Any promoter that does good business, doesn't treat 
you badly and looks after the punters. 
EA: A couple to mention would be James Perkins from 
Fantazia, Finbar from the Pirate Club, and the Edge in 
Coventry, and Gary Mac from the Ark in Southend. 

WHO DO YOU RESECT IN THE SCENE? 

EA: The punters. They're the ones that make it. Without 
them, there would be no scene. 

WHO DO YOU DISRESPECT? 

EA:Greedy people who get involved in the scene to rip 
people off and don't put anything back into raving. 

I SEE YOU HAVE A NICE HOME STUDIO? YOU'RE 
BIG ON HOME SOUND, I TAKE IT. 

EA: Yep, the RAT PACK personal studio. It's handy to 
have it here, you never know when the inspiration will 
strike you. If you get home from a rave and need to get 
something down and the studio's shut, you can do it all 
here. 

TELL US ABOUT THE NEW TRACK. 

EA: Our new track is called "Lords Of The Dance" which 



is gonna be an absolute boomshakka track, and that's out 
on the 5th of July and on the new Fantazia Record Label. 

EV, HOW LONG IS YOUR HAIR AND HOW LONG DID 
IT TAKE TO GROW? 

EA: Err... lets see 

(Mark pulls out a 12" ruler and proceeds to measure 

Eversons hair amidst much guffawing) 

LM: It's about 20 inches... 

EA: And it took me about 9 years to grow!

The Rave Organiser has for too long been blamed for societies problems, the media have 
portrayed you in a very negative light. You have been responsible for puling drups and 
killing voung people. YAP has a very different perception, one h H#9 people will us*- 
drugs if they want to and only it they want to. the rave Hem- will never be able to stop drug 
taking, so all you can do is make sure young people are informed.

James, w« might as well start by getting 
the boring stuff oat of the way!

OK Steve, my name's James Perkins, I'm 24 
years old and I live in Cheltenham. I've been 
organising events since I was 15 and I've been 
involved in the dance scene since 1989 and I'm 
single!!

I think there are a lot of people out there 
who want to know about 'New Years Eve', 
let's hear your side of the 
story . . . 

OK. Our aim at Fantazia has 
always been to be different. I 
believed we could hold an 
event in a semi permanent 
structure, with tunnels, 
carpet, heating etc, so 
people would feel just like 
they were in a building. 
Before I became involved in 
the dance scene, I based my 
events in marquees on the 
back of country houses. So I 
thought, wouldn't it be nice 
to let our customers have 
some quality treatment, you 
know, give them 500% and wouldn't it be nice to 
hold an event in the grounds of a stately home?! 
A 'touch of class' was what I was trying to 
achieve. On this occasion, it didn't work 

Why? 

I don't really want to go into detail. Let's just say 
that, I, like every promoter, rely on lots of 
people, a number of whom let me down. 



Obviously, Fantazia is my responsibility and 
consequently, I have to accept the blame. And 
before you ask, I won't name names! Except the 
Fire Brigade - to say they were unco-operative 
is an understatement. They did everything in 
their power to prevent the event taking place. 
Personally, I was not happy with the night. In 
fact, I was extremely disappointed! At the end of 
the day, every company makes mistakes - this 
was ours. We're really sorry if anyone 
experienced any discomfort. Some people 
contacted us after the event to complain, and 
every one of them received a personal apology 
and compensation of some kind. What I will say 
is that we had thousands of fetters from people 
who said they had art excellent time, and didn't 
know what all the fuss was about! I believe most 
people had an excellent time. The amount of 
letters we received and the large number of 
videos we sold prove that. I'm still convinced 
that if It had been warm and carpeted, we 
wouldn't have had many, if any, complaints. 

What is your opinion of the Scene? 

As far as I'm concerned, the demise of the 
scene is down to 2 things - a lack of good, 
original music, and greed. The latter is the one

that really pisses me off. Most promoters and 
DJ's are earning very good money. But do they 
put any of it back? And in my opinion, that's a 
contributing factor as to why people aren't 
enjoying events as much now. We've always 
tried to offer our customers value for money, as 
well as play good original music and put on 
friendly security. And, of course, be different!

You talk about greed, and not putting 
money back into the industry, fl lot of 
people believe Fantazia are only in it for 
the money! What do you say to that? 

There are loads of things we could do just to 
earn loads of money, and we certainly wouldn't 
be involved in this industry. At the end of the 
day, people have to make up their own minds, 
but let me tell you this. Over the past 4 years, we 
have been ploughing alot of money back into the 
scene, to the extent that we now have a Video 
Company, a Clothing Company, a Muisc 
Publishing Company and a Record Company, as 
well as the events side of Fantazia. 

Tell os about the Record Company. 

YouVe heard me rattle on about the lack of good 
original music - that's why we set up Fantazia 
Music 12 months ago. The first album -The First 
Taste - has sold over 40,000 copies since its 
release in November last year, and reached 
number 2 in the dance/compilation charts. The 
second album is called Twice As Nice, and 
offers excellent value for money as it's a double 
compilation. The scheduled release is 12 July, 
and it will be available through HMV, Virgin, Our 
Price and most good stockists. I know I am 
biased, but believe me, it really is a good listen. 
We've also got some brilliant artists signed to the 
record company including Rat Pack. We are 
releasing a single by Rat Pack on July 5th 1993. 



What sort of show are you gonna put on? 

Wait and see! I can promise you, though, that it 
will be truly spectacular, probably the best event 
this country will ever see!
